IS GRANT A CANDIDATE? 

There are a few interesting facts in con- 
nection with General Grant’s Asiatic jour- 
ney that are not generally known or fully 
understood. 

All the information this country received 
about Mr. Grant’s receptions and behavior, 
his speeches, his conduct and his utterances 
came from one source exclusively and one 
pen—that of John Russell Young in the 
New York Herald. 

But Mr. John Russell Young, who fas 
now traveled with General Grant all over 
the world, is practically General Grant’s 
private secretary, certainly is upon most 
confid«ntial, intimate terms with him, as 
we happen to know. 

Itis absurd to suppose that Mr. John 
Russell Young, who is a shrewd, keen and 
ambitious person, is not deeply interested 
in Mr. Grant’s candidacy. It is still more 
absurd to suppose that he ever writes any- 
thing for publication, even in China or 
Japan, without fully weighing what its 
effect will be upon public opinion in this 
country. It is in fact clear that nothing of 
importance is written by Mr. Young with- 
out grst being either suggested or approved 
by his traveling companion, the ex-Presi- 
dent. 

In the light of these facts the following 
extraordinary interview between General 
Grant and the Viceroy of China, reported 
by Mr. John Russell Young in the New 
York Herald, may be read with interest and 
—a smile: 

The Viceroy said witha smile that he had 
received much pleasurefrom the kind words 
spoken by the General about China, and he 
hoped they would not be forgotten when the 
General became President again.

PUBLIC OPINION. 


The Ex-Deputy Coruner—He Rises to 
Explain the Situation, and Naturally 
He Explains too Much. 

St. Louts, August 18. 

To the Editer of the Post-Dispatch: 

As I was leaving the city on last Saturday, 
I noticed an article in your paper of that date, 
entitled, ‘‘Noland’s Cases,’’ said article be- 
ing overacolumn inliength. In your issue 
of August 14 you devote overa half column 
upon the ‘*whys and wherefores’’ of my re- 
signation of the petty oflice of Deputy Coro- 
ner, and publish several malicious falsehoods 
in the shape of charges against me by Chief 
McDonough. I am utterly at a loss 
to understand how a paper 
like the Posr-DISPATCH, aspiring to 
be agreat metropolitan jourmal, should devote 
so much of the space of its valuable columns 
to commenting upon my withdrawal from so 
small an office, and especially when the only 
charge against meis that I did not act to 
please certain policemen. And I failed to 
please them because: 1. I was opposed to 
what is known as the hold-over system—put- 
ting mev in the calaboose without any charge 
againstthem, and keeping them there for 
days, and aslong as a week, for police to 
make cases against them. To this charge I 
plead guilty, and will let an urbiased public 
pass judgment upon me. I do not believe any 
one should be deprived of his property or his 
liberty without due process of law. 

The second charge 1s that I made the Coro- 
ner’s Office the headquarters of ‘*Appetite 
Bill,’’ ‘*Paper-Collar Joe,’’ et al. This is 
as Villainous a lie as ever was written. The 
gentlemen bearing the above euphonious ti- 
tles, whoever they may be, never were in the 
Coroner’s Ofiice that I know of. 
I am certain they never were there 
toseeme. It isa falsehood manufactured by 
some of my enemies for some sinister purpose. 
Your article attempts to injure me before the 
good people of this city, by saying that I drew 
my salary and attended to my law business at 
the same time, thus seeking to 
leave the impression that I neglected 
the duties of my office. In answer tothis I 
defy any person to show that I ever neglected 
my dutiesin any way. Dr. Auler says I did 
not, and as I worked with and under him, he 
ought to know. I went into the office with 
the express understanding that I should can- 
tinue practicing law—when I found that 
my praetice was such that I could 
not attend it and the duties of my office, I re- 
signed. The understanding was perfect be- 
tween Dr. Aulerand myself that I should 
practice law, and he denies that he ever stated 
to your reporter that I was simply to settle up 
my old business. Your paper attempts to 
give a list of the cases tried by mesince May 
19,.1879, and by that list itis made to appear 
that I lost nearly allofthem. Such attempts 
to injure me as a lawyer are too insignificant 
to notice, but I will say that I tried a great 
many more than are in that list, and that out 
of them all one man is suffering punishment. 
The records of the Court would have shown 
that, I suppose, had your reporter taken the 
trouble to examine. 

In conclusion let me say that I have heard of 
abuse being heaped upon a man when seeking 
a position which paid $1,800 a year, but I never 
before neard ofa man being abused for re- 
signing one.

SWEET SPRINGS, SALINE COUNTY, MoO., 
August 18.—This comparatively new summer 
resortis all alive with bustle and activity. A 
large number of St. Louisans are here tobe 
present during military week, and the adjoin- 
ing counties have sent their quota of visitors. 
The regiment of Police Reserves, Col. Butler 
commanding, left the Union Depot by spe- 
cial train Saturday evening at 7 o’clock, arriv- 
ing at Blackburn by the Chicago and Alton 
road Sunday morning shortly before 7.

SCIENTIFIC GOSSIP.

There 
is no appreciable loss by evaporation, treezing 
is practically impossible, andthe gas is freed 
trom ammonia.

In genuine ancient writings 
the fading of the ink is irregular; in forged 
documents the ink has the same color through- 
out, and the most ingenious ot torgera have 
been unable to overcome this difficulty. 


Benzoland benzin have been generally re- 
garded as synonomous, but certain pharma- 
ceutical works now apply the term benzin toa 
light petroleum product. True benzol is sol- 
uble in half to three-quarters of its weight of 
alcohol, while the petroleum spirit requires six 
times its weight. 

Beans are good for food in every situation, 
especially at sea, because the seeds are living 
and the phosphates contained in them are in a 
more or less soluble condition. If beans are 
hard, dry, and incapable of germinating, their 
phosphates will need to be rendered soluble by 
citric acid or some other available agent,other- 
wise the system will be insufficiently supported 
with nutriment. 

Insect powderis obtained from species of 
Pyrethrum. In1876 Jousset De Bellesme ex- 
tracted an alkaloidfrom Pyrethrum carneum. 
In 1878 Rother discovered an acid, or rather a 
glucoside, inthe powder, and it possessed in- 
secticide properties. Dal Sie has obtained 
fromthe ethereal extracta crystaline acid, 
and from the alcoholic extract a resinous mat- 
ter which in contact with dilute sulphuric acid 
splits up into sugar and some other substance. 


Mr. A. 8S. Packard, Jr., says that last winter 
he discovered a living OCermatia forceps in 
some wrapping paper in his house in Provi- 
dence, R.1. He thinks that this poisonous 
centipede came in a bundle from Princeton, N. 
J., and that it was not a native of Rhode 
Island. The cermatia is the most highly de- 
veloped of all myriapods. Itisof a greenish- 
brown color, and has long, sprawling legs. 
Hitherto it has not been known to exist north 
of Philadelphia, where it has been found use- 
ful in destroying insects.

GATH ON CONKLING. 


Acrid and Hxaggerated State- 
ments. 


Slurs and Innuendoes Founded on Prurient 
Gossip and Malicious Imagination. 


(Saratoga Letter (Aug. 15) to Cincinnati Enquirer 
«Dem.)] 

There is a very general ignorance as to Con«- 
ling’s life and habits. He does not go about 
mucb among men, being self-absorbed, and the 
State of New York, which he is now represent- 
ing in the Senate for the third term, probably 
never contained a Senator of whom so little 
was authentically found out. Between his at- 
tention to politics, law, and his finger nails, 
his time is wholly absorbed. Probably if his tailor 
could be interviewed some inner information 
might be gained of this majestic man; for his 
dress, padding, necxties, etc., must require the 
deepest statecraft ana long personal conter- 
ences with their getter-up. 

I spoke not long age with a gentleman whose 
youth was passed in Utica, and he said: 

**‘When Conkling was a single man, before he 
married Miss Seymour, he wasa nuisance to 
most of the married men in Utica. Nobody was 
quite safe in wife or daughter. It therefore 
grieved the Seymours when he was accepted 
by a modest and good woman like their sister. 
For some years eager oy | behaved himselt after 
bis marrage. His wife is a particularly domes- 
tic and sweet-natured woman, without a par- 
tiele of his arrogant and resentiul spirit. ’- 

Iapprehena that Mr. Conkling has now fully 
triea the temper of the State of New York, on 
which he has alien for tive years more. If he 
bad done no other injury. he has long ago 
brought the name of Mrs. Sprague into evil 
mention in every, bar-room, boudoir, boozing- 
ken and street corner of Washington City. The 
regular attendants in the gallery of the Senate, 
such as reporters, door-keepers and idie 
women, have been noticing for a year past thats 
Mrs. Sprague was a regular attendant on Conk- 
ling’s declamations,and that at nigbt sessions, 
and even at all-night sessions, they have 
seemed inseparable to each other. The opinion 
entertained bysuch observers has been that 
between the two exists either a giddy apprecia- 
tion or a passion involving all the irresistible 
inmaleand female nature. Timely warnings 
which might have been taken kindly by both 
of these persons were thrown out in the press, 
generaliy by females; vet they laughed at ap- 
pearances. At the close of the last regular 
session of Congress. in the spring, I asked a 
fellow-Senator why Mr. Conkling had been so 
still duringthe winter. He has had some great 
opportunities, I said. 

‘*Conkling,’’ replied this Senator, who was 
an intimate triend ot the New York leader, 
‘*has been in a kind of dazefor nearlya year 
past; I think heis in love.’’ 

I mentioned a name now On everybody’s lips 
and the Senator said: 

Pity «a is it. He seems to think of nobody 
else.’’ 

And he added what I wonld not print here, 
but it amounted toan opinion that Conkling 
was not the beguiler, northe lady in question 
new at capturing great men. 

Itisasurprise to people in this State that 
Mr. Conkling should beat Narragansett Pier; 
he was not in the wont to go out of the State in 
summer, particularly before an im- 
portant election, such as is to 
occur this full. The Republican Con- 
vention will meet in Saratoga on the 3d of Sep- 
tember, and everybody is on the qui-vive to 
know whom Mr.Conkling intends to impose on 
the Republican party forthe next Magistrate, 
whose patronage will be only second to that of 
the President of the United States. Suddenly, 
and not three weeks betore the Convention is to 
meet, the whole countryiscalledup with the 
scene at the Sprague House at Narragansett 
Pier. where Mr. Conkling had gone with his 
traps and taken possession, very much in the 
manner of Jeff. Davis on the estate of the 
Dahlgrens. The Dahlgrens tell me that crim. 
con. was inthe Davis scandal. 

The people mav as well understand that, as 
far as utility in this world is concerned, Gov. 
Sprague is immeasurably Roscoe Conkling’s 
superior. Hewasthe perfect master of tlhe 
greatest cotton manufacturing business in this 
country. Heknewthe largest and the least 
details of that business, from buying cotton in 
enormous quantities and bandling the finan- 
ces of his huge concern, downto the smallest 
matter of designand coloring, and getting the 
stock on the market. Mr. Conkling has never 
produced anything except a lot of rhetoric and 
iusilade, and, although always declared to be 
on the eve of the greatest effort of his life, he 
does not appearto have made it until now, 
when be bas shown the inside ot his character 
to the American people with all the vengeance 
of his nature. 

Sprague was also a soidier, and a goodone, 
while Mr. Conkling spent more than four years 
of the war practicing with boxing gloves at an 
imaginary stuffed cnemy in his law ofiice at 
Utica. Sprague hed been a Democrat, and 
was not supposed to be especially favorable to 
fighting, but when the war broke out he ap- 
peared among the firstinthe field at the head 
of his regiment, and it was there he attracted 
the admiration of Kate Chase and all the belics 
of that time. He was regarded as the best catch, 
the richest and daintiest single man in the 
country. Old Secretary Chase paid him the 
clesest attention, and the arts which have 
since been given. not without avail, to Roscoe 
Conkling, were showered in the presence of 
the young Governor of Rhode Island. Probably 
warned that he was face to face with a most 
worldly woman, whose heart was more volatile 
than plastic, the Governor yet rushed upon bis 
degtiny. 

To please his wife he bougnt a large nonse in 
Washington, where Mrs. Sprague insisted on 
living, asshe had an abhorrence to anythiug 
quiet and domestic. Ina little while the great 
crash came; the house of Svrague, which ex- 
tended almost over the whole country, with its 
stores in New York, its millsin the South and 
in Maine, and its villages in Rhode Island, went 
all to pieces. 

Sprague had previously built a villa near 
Narragansett Pier, so that his wife couldspend 
the summer with her children within the State 
which had given him his political honors. Mr. 
Conkling had been his colleague in the Senate, 
and owed him the respect of a fellow-Republic- 
anand acquaintance and a gentleman. Natur- 
ally Mr. Sprague felt his embarrassment. His 
failure was immense, involving millions of dol- 
lars, yet his creditors felt that no other person 
could so well carry on the business and pay 
them dividends out otf the concern, so they re- 
manded the whole thing to him, their debtor. 
Finding himself pressed vy the banking firm of 
Brown & Ives, in Providence, Sprague made ar 
issue with them and incidentally with his col- 
league, Senator Anthony. It isalittle odd that 
Mr. Conkling should be sending his traps to 
Sprague’s house on the one hand and visiting 
Anthony on the other, when Mrs.Sprague knows 
that there has beenan irreparable breach be- 
tween her husband and Senator Anthony. In 
short, the charlatan, the band-box man, the 
Senatorial barber and dancing-master, has 
stepped into another man’s house, that man 
his friend. and brought humiliation upon it, 
disgrace on the State of New York, and scan- 
dal on the United States. Itis time for Roscoe 
vonkling to curl up into a very smail heap and 
get under his epitaph GATA.

In fact, they arein a condition 
not to be surprised at anything. It was whis- 
pered around that, as tlie new laws went into 
effect yesterday, the Police Department 
would begin operations last night, but last 
night came and went and things 
PASSED OFF IN THE USUAL WAY. 

The lottery offices are all open this morning 
and the gamblers stand around at their 
accustomed corners. The newspapers 
ail cowplicd with the new law 
yesterday by taking out all the advertisements 
of iotteries intheircolumns. Thisis certainly 
commernMable,for it shows that the newspapers 
are disposed to be law-abiding. It is said the 
demi-monde are greatiy exercised. They have 
already got a hint of the intention 
of*® the Board to prescribe the limits 
of their habitation, and as & con- 
sequence, several estabfishmentsinthe mere 
respectable portions of the city have already 
been deserted.
